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HITLER SPOTTS AGAIX 
Hitler’s screams of rage at Italy s “treachery, 
and 
his feverish efforts to offset the debacle with a bewilder­ 
ing barrage of propaganda and such theatricals as the 
establishment of a puppet government in Rome, show 
cleadv that the moral effect of his Axis partner s col­ 
lapse is like a knife between the ribs. 
Frequently it’s difficult to separate the moral and 
military effects at a confused moment like this, because 
military adversity follows the moral shock so quickly. 
However, it strikes many that in the long run the moral 
aspect of this historic surrender is going to be the big­ 
gest Allied gain. 
Recognition of this drove the fuehrer to the micro­ 
phone Saturday to try to prevent a stampede at home 
and abroad by double talk. 
That speech was under­ 
scored with fear. It wasn't the same old arrogant Hitler 
who strove to produce oily words to pour on the troubled 
waters, but a badly frightened Herr Shicklegruber who 
found the oil barrel empty. 
This fear he deliberately 
handed on to his people in an effort to hold them in line. 
At least twice the master gangster trotted out the 
old bugbear of Allied intention to destroy Germany and 
other Axis countries—one of Propaganda Minister 
Joseph Goebbel’s favorite lines. 
Why did Hitler return to this idea so insistently? 
Undoubtedly because the humanitarian though firm man­ 
ner in which the Allies have been handling the Italian 
situation makes his fear that the German people, and 
other Axis peoples, will realize that unconditional sur­ 
render doesn’t mean that they are to be destroyed. 
The whole world has been watching to see what 
would happen to a defeated member of the Axis. 
Now 
the world knows that while Italy must pay the full and 
heavy price for Mussolini's brigandage, she isn’t going 
to be “annihilated" or “enslaved.” On the contrary, the 
world sees that the Allies even are preparing to lend 
the Italians a helping hand in the way of providing food 
and other essentials. 
That is bound to have a tremendous effect on the 
German people and on other enemy countries.

Tomorrow is primary election day, and every indica­ 
tion points to an unusually light vote unless the elector­ 
ate shows an entire change of front between now and 
seven o'clock Tuesday. 
It is admitted that the average person has his mind 
on the great events that are happening all over the 
world, as the boys and girls from Waarren and every 
community are fighting on far-flung battlefields, scatter­ 
ed over more than sixty different fronts.

STRONG indication of 
what kind of a world we 
expect to live in after the war 
should pop out of the discus­ 
sion over compulsory mili­ 
tary training in peacetime. 
Representative Andrew J. May 
(D-Ky) has promised to intro­ 
duce a bill when Congress recon­ 
venes this mont.i requiring every 
able-bodied male between IT and 
21 to ‘ake a year's military train- 


Tne fate of such a bill would 
attrac* great interest both here 
and aoroad as unmistakable evi­ 
dence of whether the U n i t e d 
States intends to be prepared to 
fight again if necessary or is go­ 
ing to lapse into the pacifist role 
she adopted after the last war. 
Following the Armistice in 1918, 
similar bills were prepared but 
strong pacifist sentiment sweeping 
the country foredoomed them to 
failure. With the war won and 
3.000 miles of ocean protecting us 
from Europe's problems, people 
felt a big Army was unnecessary, 
that the peace was permanent. 
Super-bombers that can fly half 
a carload of bombs across the At­ 
lantic and return without refuel­ 
ing are almost here. Genera! Ar­ 
nold has revealed, and the protec­ 
tion from aggression once afford­ 
ed by our oceanmoa: has been 
blasted forever by their develop­ 
ment. 
In the peace that will follow 
t us war, Americans will have to 
decide whether to strip down 
their military machine and build 
another should war come again. 
or maintain some part of that 
machine so as not to be caught 
napping in case of another sneak 
attack such as Pearl Harbor.

the time, America can bui.d 


a mighty and invincible Army, 
future wars would very likely 
start with sudden, devastating and 
unexpected enemy attacks from 
the air on our key cities so as to 
parali'ze our effort before it be­ 
gan. 
About 1,000,000 youths a year 
would have to take military train­ 
ing as soon as they left high 
school, under May s plan.

Normally, 46.000 men are being 
trained in the Swiss military es­ 
tablishment. When war broke out 
650.000 men were mobilized. 
Whether May's plan succeeds 
or fails will not in itself point to 
the post-war path the United 
States intends to follow. The dis­ 
cussion, however, will smoke out 
public sentiment and afford a key 
as to whether in the middle of 
one war, people are ready to 
contemplate its successor.
